Members to Participate 


Questionnaires have recently been 
mailed to all members of the Illinois 
State Dental Society by the Division of 
Public Assistance of the State of Illinois. 
The questionnaires request information 
on the willingness of the dentist to take 
part in the dental care programs that 
have been established in the Division. 
These dental care programs are limited 
to those who are actually receiving as- 
sistance from the State of Illinois under 
the program of Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren or under the Old Age Assistance 
Program. The list of dentists compiled 
from those who answer the questionnaire 
will be used in the same way that the 
Chicago Relief Administration uses a 
similarly compiled list in the assignment 
of relief patients to dentists in private 
practice. 


FUNDS 


Because the State of Illinois wished to 
take better advantage of the benefits pro- 
vided by the federal Social Security Act, 
certain changes had to be made in state 
laws. The Mothers’ Pension law was re- 
pealed and replaced with legislation to 
provide a program of Aid to Dependent 
Children. The Old Age Assistance Pro- 
gram, with several changes, has been in 
effect since 1936. The money used to 
finance these two programs comes in part 
from the federal government and in part 
from the state. Certain federal regula- 
tions must be met to obtain the funds. 
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Illinois Division of Public Assistance Invites 
in Dental Care Program

At the request of the Division of Pub- 
lic Assistance, committees of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and of the Illinois 
State Medical Society have been at work 
for several months revising the medical 
and dental care programs provided under 
the two state programs. This revised 
program was made effective on April 15 
and the questionnaire deals with the in- 
dividual dentist’s willingness to take part 
in the program by accepting patients un- 
der the fee schedule adopted. 


FEE SCHEDULE 


The new dental program was designed 
to provide a high quality of dental care 
on a basis of fair compensation to par- 
ticipating dentists. The fee schedule is 
adapted from the one used by the Vet- 
erans’ Administration of the federal gov- 
ernment. Because of federal regulations 
which the state program must meet, pay- 
ments under the program will not be 
made to dentists directly by the state. 
Payment to the dentist will be made by 
the patient who will receive an increased 
grant from the state to pay for needed 
dental care. 

The dental program was developed by 
a sub-committee of the Public Welfare 
Committee of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. Dr. Robert I. Humphrey is 
chairman of the sub-committee. This 
committee has enlisted the aid of com-

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Class 1A Registrants Only Should Apply for 


Commissions Through Surgeon General’s Office 


Explanation Made of Several Points Found in Procurement 
and Assignment Questionnaire 


The following information has just 
been received from the American Dental 
Association Dental Preparedness Com- 
mittee : 

“Under date of April 16, 1942, the fol- 
lowing telegram was received from Lt. 
Col. Sam F. Seeley, Executive Officer of 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice: 


TELEGRAM 


“The Office of the Surgeon General has 
announced that vacancies in the Dental Corps 
are for the present reserved for only those 
dentists who are in Class 1-A or who have 
been inducted. I am authorized today to an- 
nounce that one thousand officers may expect 
early commission and that those in Class 1-A 
should apply immediately to the Office of the 
Surgeon General for application forms stating 
age, that they are in Class 1-A, name, address 
and school of graduation. All cases will be 
cleared through Procurement and Assignment 
Service. Please publicize immediately.’ 


“It is to be noted that this communica- 
tion differs from the announcement of 
March 13, 1942, as published on page 
170 of the April issue of the Illinois 
Dental Journal, wherein it was stated 
that to make application for a commis- 
sion an application should be directed to 
the Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice. In this latest order the application 
should be directed to the Office of the 
Surgeon General giving the particulars 
as related in the telegram. The applica- 
tion will, as is stated, be cleared through 
the Procurement and Assignment Service 
but the original contact has been changed 
to the Office of the Surgeon General. 

“It should also be noted that only 
those men in Class 1A should apply. 
Commissions are reserved for this group 
of men together with those men who 
may have been inducted into the service 
as privates. This, at the present time, 
does not include those men who regis- 


tered under the Selective Service Act on 
February 16, 1942.” 


EXPLANATION 


The meaning of some of the divisions 
of service listed on the enrollment blanks 
sent to all dentists by the Procurement 
and Assignment Service apparently is not 
clear. The following explanation is of- 
fered for the different classifications. 

Four choices should be made and the 
order of preference should be clearly in- 
dicated. There should be no doubt as 
to the meaning of the first five divisions ; 
that is, the Army or Navy Dental Corps, 
the United States Public Health Service, 
the Civil Service Agencies, and the Office 
of Civilian Defense. By choosing one of 
them, the dentist enrolls for active service 
to the Federal government in the division 
signified. The needs in the United States 
Public Health Services, the Civil Service 
Agencies and the Office of Civilian De- 
fense will be comparatively small. 


State Health Departments and Local 
Health Departments indicate the dentist 
is electing to render dental services in 
the public school systems, welfare cen- 
ters, etc. Industrial practice, as the title 
implies, means practice in large manu- 
facturing, transportation and_ industrial 
establishments as an employee, on salary, 
of the firm. Civil practice in Home Com- 
munity implies the desire to maintain 
established private practices while Civil 
Practice in Other Localities indicates a 
willingness to move to another commu- 
nity where greater service could be ren- 
dered because of a greater need. Prac- 
tice in State and Local Institutions 
means practice in penal and charitable 
institutions, asylums, etc. The final or 
miscellaneous classification listed as Other 
Services covers teaching in dental edu-

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Important Changes in Proposed Constitution 
and By-Laws Explained 


Board of Directors Approves Changes as Prepared 


by Society Officers 


Some of the reasons for considering a 
substitute Constitution and By-Laws 
necessary were summed up by President 
Glenn E. Cartwright in his remarks to 
the membership at the April meeting. 
For example, he pointed out that in cer- 
tain important respects our By-Laws are 
in conflict with those of the Illinois State 
Dental Society. An outstanding illustra- 
tion is Article XVII on Discipline which 
provides for a trial procedure utterly dif- 
ferent from that authorized in the State 
Society By-Laws, Article XIII. 

Our Constitution and By-Laws is not 
drawn according to the pattern provided 
in Robert’s Rules of Order which pre- 
scribes what articles should appear in 
each division. Since this work has always 
been the Society’s guide in parliamentary 
matters, it is clear that its provisions in 
this respect should be followed. The pro- 
posed substitute instrument does so. 


BRANCH AFFILIATION 


Branch society affiliation of active 
members has long been on an unsatis- 
factory basis. Our present By-Laws gives 
every applicant and every member free 
choice in the selection of branch society 
membership. Regardless of where a 
member practices or resides he may be- 
long to any branch society he chooses and 
the latter is required to accept him 
whether it wishes to or not. It is the view 
of the majority of the members of the 
Board of Directors that a member should 
be required to hold membership in the 
branch society in whose territory he prac- 
tices. This group holds that it is unsound 
in theory and practice for a member to 
have the right to vote and hold office in 
a branch society in which and in whose 
territory he has no vested interest. The 
same policy should be adopted as gov- 
erns municipal elections—a citizen is en- 
titled to vote only in the precinct where 


he resides. The prepared revision gives 
effect to this thinking. It is only fair to 
point out, however, that a minority of the 
Board of Directors feels that sentimental 
considerations should prevail which gives 
every member the right to choose his 
branch society. 


COMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS 


Another important proposal is that the 
Board of Directors be given the respon- 
sibility of appointing all committees with 
the President naming the chairman and 
vice-chairman of each. Our present prac- 
tice is to have some committees appointed 
by the President, some by the Committee 
on Committees and some by the Board 
of Directors. This is confusing and un- 
necessarily complex. The suggested re- 
vision will “streamline” our appointment 
procedure and place the power in a body 
representative of all the members. 

In order to assure continuity of ac- 
tivity and experienced members on all 
committees, it is provided that only one- 
third of the members shall be replaced 
annually. This is accomplished by giving 
one-third of the members of each com- 
mittee appointments for one year, one- 
third for two years and one-third for 
three years. In the future, if this pro- 
vision is accepted, two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of each committee will have served 
at least one year on that committee. 

There are other suggested changes in 
the proposed new Constitution and By- 
Laws but they are minor in character and 
do not represent any change in policies 
or principles. All members are urged to 
study the new instrument carefully bear- 
ing in mind that it was prepared by the 
officers and as published herein has the 
approval of the Board of Directors. Its 
adoption will give the Society a basic 
charter which should suffice for many 
years to come. 
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Constitution and By-Laws 
OF THE 


Chicago Dental Society 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 
NAME AND ORGANIZATION 
The name of this Society is cHicAco 
DENTAL SOCIETY. This Society is a cor- 
poration organized not for pecuniary 
profit under the laws of the State of IIli- 
nois. 


ARTICLE II 
OBJECT 


The object of this Society is to promote 
the public welfare by the improvement 
and advancement of the dental profession 
in education, science and _ professional 
service ; to engage in charitable, scientific, 
literary and educational purposes. 


ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. There shall be five classes 
of membership: Active, Affiliate, Asso- 
ciate, Honorary and Retired. 

Section 2. Active Membership: Active 
membership shall be restricted to ethical 
dentists who are legally licensed to prac- 
tice in the counties of Cook, DuPage and 
Lake, Illinois. 

Section 3. Affiliate Membership: Af- 
filiate membership shall be restricted to 
dentists who have held active member- 
ship for not less than twenty-five (25) 
years, have reached the age of sixty-five 
(65) years and can comply with the 
other requirements for this classification 
as set forth in Article VII, Section 2, of 
the By-Laws. 

Section 4. Associate Membership: As- 
sociate membership shall be restricted to 
the following : 

Division a. American Dental Associa- 
tion Members: Members in good stand- 
ing in the American Dental Association 
not eligible to active membership in the 
Chicago Dental Society. 
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Division b. Foreign Dentists: Den- 
tists residing outside the territorial juris- 
diction of the American Dental Associa- 
tion who are members of their recognized 
dental organizations. 

Division c. Physicians: Physicians who 
are members of the recognized medical 
society of the state in which they reside. 

Division d. Instructors: Instructors in 
recognized dental schools who are neither 
physicians nor dentists. 

Division e. Miscellaneous: Persons of 
scientific attainment not otherwise quali- 
fied. 

Section 5. Honorary Membership: 
Honorary members shall be persons who 
have made valuable contributions to the 
science and art of dentistry. 

Section 6. Retired Membership: Re- 
tired members shall be dentists who have 
retired from practice and who have 
maintained membership for at least ten 
(10) years, the last three (3) of which 
were consecutive. 


ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS 
The officers of this Society shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who shall be elected annually. 


ARTICLE V 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. Regular Meetings: Regu- 
lar meetings of this Society, to consist of 
a business session and an educational or 
social program, shall be held on the third 
Tuesday of each month, with the excep- 
tion of June, July and August and the 
month in which the annual Midwinter 
Meeting is held. The Board of Directors 
may by a majority vote dispense with any 
regular meeting except the regular April 
and May meetings, and may change the 
date of any regular meeting, but may not 
cancel any more than two meetings in 
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any fiscal year; provided, further, that 
the date of the April meeting may not be 
changed except after sixty (60) days’ 
notice to the membership. 

Section 2. Special Meetings: Special 
meetings of this Society may be called by 
the President upon his own initiative, and 
special meetings must be called by the 
President upon written request of: (a) 
a majority of the Board of Directors ; or 
(b) fifty or more active members. Such 
meetings shall be called within the time 
limit stated in the request, provided the 
request shall be made to the President not 
less than twelve (12) days prior to the 
time of requested meeting. 

Section 3. Quorum: Fifty or more 
active members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business at any 
meeting. 

Section 4. Notice of Meeting: Notifi- 
cation to the membership of all regular 
and special meetings shall be given in the 
official magazine or by direct mail at 
least ten (10) days prior to the date of 
any regular or special meeting, and such 
time shall be considered due and suf- 
ficient notice, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in Article V, Section 1. The day 
following date of receipt by the post of- 
fice of the issue of the official magazine 
containing notice of regular and special 
meetings shall be deemed the first day of 
notice. 

Section 5. Annual Midwinter Meeting: 
This Society shall hold a Midwinter 
Meeting in January or February of each 
year, the time, place and duration to be 
determined by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE VI 
AMENDMENTS OR REVISIONS OF THE 
CONSTITUTION 

The Constitution of this Society may 
be amended or revised by a two-thirds 
affirmative vote of the active members 
present at any regular meeting or at any 
special meeting called for that purpose, 
provided that the proposed changes shall 
have been presented, in writing, at any 
regular or special meeting, at least thirty 
days prior to the meeting at which such 
action is requested. Such proposed 
amendments or revisions shall be pub- 


lished in the official magazine of this So- 
ciety, at least ten (10) days before the 
time of such meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I 
LOCATION 


The location of the principal office of 
the Society shall be in Chicago, Illinois, 


ARTICLE II 


COMPONENT OF THE ILLINOIS 
STATE DENTAL SOCIETY 
This Society shall hold a charter from 
the Illinois State Dental Society as a 
component part thereof and subject to 
the Constitution and By-Laws of that 
Society. 


ARTICLE III 
MANAGEMENT AND FISCAL YEAR 

Section 1. Management : The manage- 
ment of this Society shall be vested in 
a Board of Directors composed of 
the President, Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, and one duly elected member 
from each branch society. 

Section 2. Fiscal Year: The fiscal year 
of this Society shall be from June 1 of 
each year to May 31 of the succeeding 
year. 


ARTICLE IV 


BRANCHES 


This Society shall be divided into 
branches, each having its own roster of 
members and_ territorial jurisdiction. 
Each such branch shall conduct itself as 
an independent organization subject, 


however, to the Constitution and By- 
Laws of this Society. 


ARTICLE V 


PUBLICATION 


This Society shall publish or cause to 
be published an official magazine, the 
name and frequency of issue to be de- 
termined by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE VI 
RESOLUTIONS AND MOTIONS: 
Resolutions and motions affecting the 
policies or pecuniary interests of this So- 
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ciety may be considered for action at any 
regular or special meeting called for that 
purpose, provided the proposed resolu- 
tion or motion shall have been presented 
at any previous regular or special meet- 
ing. Such proposed resolution or motion 
shall be published in the official maga- 
zine at least ten days before being acted 


upon. 


ARTICLE VII 
APPLICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP 


Any person desiring membership in 
this Society shall file an application with 
the Secretary, on the form approved by 
the Board of Directors. 

Section 1. Active Membership: Ap- 
plications for active membership must 
bear the written endorsement of two 
active members of this Society in good 
standing and be accompanied by a 
reasonable portion (not less than 20%) 
of the dues and/or fees for the first 
year’s membership. 

Division a. Applications of active mem- 
bership shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ethics for investigation and 
the names and addresses of applicants 
shall be published in one issue of the 
official magazine prior to action by the 
Board of Directors. 

Division b. All rejected applicants 
shall be entitled to refund of dues paid 
with their application except those who 
(1) have made any false or misleading 
statement in connection with their ap- 
plication, or (2) those who have regis- 
tered at the annual Midwinter Meeting. 

Division c. A rejected applicant shall 
not be eligible to submit a new applica- 
tion until a lapse of six months from the 
date of rejection. 

Section 2. Affiliate Membership: Any 
active member desiring affiliate member- 
ship shall file an application on the pre- 
scribed form, together with evidence that 
he has reached the minimum age of sixty- 
five (65) years and is unable to pay dues. 

Section 3. Associate Membership: 

Division a. American Dental Associa- 
tion Members : Any member of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association not eligible to 
active membership in the Chicago Den- 
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tal Society desiring associate membership 
shall file an application on the prescribed 
form, together with evidence in writing 
of membership in the American Dental 
Association. Termination of American 
Dental Association membership shall 
terminate automatically associate mem- 
bership in this Society. 

Division b. Foreign Dentists: Any 
foreign dentist holding membership in a 
recognized foreign dental organization 
desiring associate membership shall file 
an application on the prescribed form, 
together with evidence in writing of 
membership as required. Termination of 
foreign dental organization membership 
shall terminate automatically associate 
membership in this Society. 

Division c. Physicians: Any physician 
desiring associate membership shall file 
an application on the prescribed form, 
together with evidence in writing of 
membership in a recognized state medical 
society. Termination of medical society 
membership shall terminate automatic- 
ally associate membership in this Society. 

Division d. Dental School Instructors: 
Any instructor in any recognized dental 
school who is neither a physician nor a 
dentist, who desires associate membership 
in this Society, shall file an application on 
the prescribed form, together with evi- 
dence in writing that the applicant holds 
a faculty position as required. Termina- 
tion of faculty position shall terminate 
automatically associate membership of 
such person. 

Division e. Miscellaneous: Any per- 
son of scientific attainment, other than 
a dentist, affiliated with a recognized 
non-commercial institution in the dental 
field, desiring associate membership in 
this Society, shall file an application on 
the prescribed form, together with evi- 
dence in writing of his affiliation. 

Division f. Referral and Publication: 
Applications for associate membership 
shall be referred to the Committee on 
Ethics for investigation and the names 
and addresses of applicants shall be pub- 
lished in one issue of the official magazine 
prior to action by the Board of Directors. 

Section 4. Honorary Membership: 


The names of candidates for honorary 
membership shall be presented to this 
Society with the written recommendation 
of ten (10) active members and shall fol- 
low the same procedure as for active 
membership except that, if the Board of 
Directors rules favorably upon any 
recommendation, it shall then be pre- 
sented to the general membership of the 
Society at a regular meeting and require 
a majority of those present and voting 
for election. 

Section 5. Retired Membership: This 
membership may be obtained upon writ- 
ten application approved by the Board 
of Directors by any active member retir- 
ing from practice, but retaining member- 
ship in the Illinois State Dental Society 
and the American Dental Association. If 
at any time said member returns to active 
practice, this membership immediately 
becomes void. 


ARTICLE VIII 


RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS 

Section 1. Active Members: Any ac- 
tive member who has paid his current 
dues, has not been found guilty of any 
violation of the Code of Ethics of this 
Society, any Criminal Statute or the Den- 
tal Practice Act of the State of Illinois, 
shall be recognized as an active member 
in good standing. All active members in 
good standing shall have the right to vote 
at all meetings of this Society, receive 
publications and notices, shall be eligible 
to hold office, shall have a voice in all 
affairs of this Society, and have all other 
rights and privileges that usually ap- 
pertain to this classification of member- 
ship ; provided, however, that no member 
shall be eligible to register at the annual 
Midwinter Meeting who has not paid 
his dues for that calendar year. 

Section 2. Other Classifications of 
Membership: All Affiliate, Associate, 
Honorary and Retired members shall 
have the right to attend all educational 
and social meetings of this Society and 
shall receive the official magazine. 


ARTICLE IX 
NOMINATION OF ELECTIVE OFFICERS 
Section 1. Elective Officers: The elec- 


tive officers of this Society shall be a 
President-Elect, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, who shall be elected 
to serve for one year, or until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected and qualified. 

Section 2. Method of Nomination: 
Any number of active members in good 
standing, but not less than fifty (50), 
may nominate a candidate by petition in 
writing for any or ail of the elective of- 
fices of the Society; provided that no 
person shall be nominated without his 
consent. 

Division a. Petitions : Nominating peti- 
tions shall be in writing, setting forth 
the name or names of the candidate or 
candidates for the respective offices with 
the signatures of the members so nomi- 
nating. Such petitions, together with evi- 
dence of consent from the nominee or 
nominees, shall be filed with the Secre- ” 
tary or the office of the Society, and re- 
ceipt shall be issued therefor, the date of 
receipt to be deemed the official date of 
filing. All such petitions must be sub- 
mitted not less than thirty (30) days 
prior to the annual election. 

Division b. Arrangement and Publica- 
tion: The candidates’ names shall be 
alphabetically arranged under the offices 
for which they have been severally nomi- 
nated and published in the official mag- 
azine of this Society at least once before 
the date of the election, but the names of 
the sponsors shall not be published. 

Section 3. Unanimous Ballot: In the 
event not more than one (1) candidate is 
nominated for any elective office, the 
President, at the April meeting, shall 
direct the Secretary to cast a unanimous 
ballot on behalf of such candidate for 
such office. 


ARTICLE X 
ELECTION AND INSTALLATION 
OF OFFICERS 

Section 1. Management: The annual 
election of officers shall be under the 
management of the Committee on Elec- 
tions. 

Section 2. Official Ballot: The of- 
ficial ballot shall contain the names of 
all legally nominated candidates alpha- 
betically arranged under the offices for 
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which they are severally nominated. 

Section 3. Marking of Ballots: Voters 
shall place a cross, the lines of which 
must intersect within the square, opposite 
the name of such candidates for whom 
they desire to vote. Any defacing or un- 
official writing upon a ballot shall in- 
validate such ballot. 

Section 4. Watchers: Any candidate 
whose name appears on the official ballot 
shall be permitted to name one watcher 
to be present while the ballots are being 
counted, provided such watchers’ names 
be submitted to the Chairman of the 
Committee on Elections. 

Section 5. Disputed Ballots: The 
Committee on Elections shall be, by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of such 
Committee, the sole judge of the validity 
of all votes cast. In the event the Com- 
mittee does not agree by the necessary 
vote and the controversial ballots shall be 
of such number as to affect the final re- 
sults of the election of any candidates, 
the contest for such office or offices shall 
be declared invalid and a new election 
for such office or offices shall be held at 
the following regular meeting, or at a 
special meeting called for such purpose. 

Section 6. Tie Vote: In the event of 
a tie vote for any office there shall be a 
new election for that particular office, 
which election shall be held at the fol- 
lowing regular meeting or a special meet- 
ing called for such purpose. 

Section 7. Count and Report: The 
Committee on Elections shall, immedi- 
ately after the closing of the polls, count 
the votes cast, arrange a tabulation, and 
report to the President of the Society 
within seventy-two (72) hours. The 
person receiving the highest number of 
validated votes for any elective office 
shall be declared elected to such office 
by the President. 

Section 8. Custody of Ballots: Im- 
mediately upon completion of the count 
and tabulation of the votes, the ballots 
shall be impounded as designated by the 
Committee on Elections. 

Section 9. Publication of Report: The 
names of the officers-elect and the offices 
to which they have been elected shall be 
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published in the next issue of the official 
magazine of this Society following the 
report of the Committee on Elections. 

Section 10. Installation of Officers: 
The officers shall be installed at the regu- 
lar May meeting after their election but 
shall not assume their duties until June 
1 following. 

Division a. President-Elect : The Presi- 
dent-Elect shall be installed as President 
at the regular meeting of this Society in 
the month of May of the year following 
that of his election, except when a vac- 
ancy has occurred in this office. 

Section 11. Vacancies—How Filled: 
In the event any elective office shall be- 
come vacant for any cause whatsoever, 
except as otherwise provided in these By- 
Laws, the Board of Directors shall ap- 
point some active member in good stand- 
ing to fill such office for the unexpired 
term, or until his successor is duly elected 
and qualified. 

Division a. President: The Vice-Presi- 
dent shall succeed to the office of Presi- 
dent in case of vacancy for any cause. 

Division b. President-Elect: If this 


office becomes vacant for any cause, the 


same shall be filled at the next annual 
election of this Society, and the ballot 
shall indicate as follows: “(Vacancy to 
be filled—to succeed to the office of 
President. )” 


ARTICLE XI 
ELECTION OF DIRECTORS 

Section 1. Method: Each branch so- 
ciety shall elect one member to serve as 
a member of the Board of Directors of 
this Society for a term of three years; 
such election to be held simultaneously 
with the election of the branch officers. 

Section 2. Eligibility: Any member 
elected by a branch society to serve as a 
member of the Board of Directors of this 
Society who has served a full term of 
three years shall not be eligible for re- 
election until after a lapse of three years. 

Section 3. Vacancies—How Filled: 
Any vacancy occurring among the direc- 
tors elected by the branch societies shall 
be filled by appointment of the president 
of the branch society from which such 
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director has been elected, such appointee 
to hold office until the next annual elec- 
tion of such branch society, when a direc- 
tor shall be duly elected to fill the balance 
of the unexpired term of the director 
first elected. 

Section 4. Installation: All directors 
shall be installed at the regular May 
meeting of the Society after their elec- 
tion, but shall not assume their duties 
until the first day of June following in- 
stallation. 


ARTICLE XII 
NON-ELECTED OFFICIALS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary: An 
executive secretary shall be appointed by 
the Board of Directors and it shall de- 
termine his tenure of office. 
Section 2. Editor: An editor of the 
official magazine shall be appointed an- 
nually by the President, subject to con- 
firmation by the Board of Directors. 

Section 3. General Chairman of the 
Midwinter Meeting: A general chairman 
for the Midwinter Meeting shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the President. 


ARTICLE XIII 
COMMITTEES 


Section 1. Committee on Ethics: A 
Committee on Ethics shall be appointed 
by the Board of Directors and shall con- 
sist of three members beginning with one 
(1), two (2) and three (3) year terms, 
and upon their retirement their succes- 
sors shall be appointed for three year 
terms; provided, however, that no two 
such appointees shall be members of 
the same branch society. Additional ap- 
pointees to the Committee on Ethics for 
one year terms shall be the chairman of 
the Committee on Ethics of the several 
branch societies. The President shall an- 
nually designate the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of this Committee. Chairmen 
of branch society Committees on Ethics 
shall be appointed to the Committee on 
Ethics upon certification of such status 
by the secretaries of their respective 
branch societies. 

Section 2. Standing Committees: The 
following standing committees shall be 


appointed by the Board of Directors, the 
number of personnel to be as indicated, 
Each committee shall have a chairman 
and vice-chairman to be appointed from 
among its membership by the President.

Section 3. Midwinter Meeting Com- 
mittees: The following Midwinter Meet- 
ing committees shall be appointed an- 
nually by the Board of Directors, 
number of personnel to be as indicated. 
Each committee and constitutional divi- 
sion thereof shall have a chairman and 
vice-chairman to be appointed from 
among its membership by the President.

During the first year of operation of 
these By-Laws one-third of each com- 
mittee shall be appointed for a one year 
term, one-third for a two year term and 
one-third for a three year term. Begin- 
ning with the year after the adoption of 
these By-Laws all appointments shall be 
for three year terms, except in the filling 
of vacancies for unexpired terms. 

Section 4. Special Committees: Spe- 
cial committees may be appointed by 
the President with the concurrence of the 
Board of Directors, and the President 
shall appoint such committees at the 
direction of the Board of Directors, or 
by majority vote of the members of the 
Society at a regular meeting or special 
meeting called for that purpose. 


ARTICLE XIV 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. President: The President 
shall preside at all meetings; shall serve 
as Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
shall appoint all committees not other- 
wise provided for in these By-Laws, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors; may countersign checks for 
the disbursement of funds in payment of 
Society expenses in accordance with ac- 
counting regulations and_ procedures 
established by the Board of Directors ; 
may issue calls for special meetings upon 
his initiative and must issue calls for 
special meetings when demanded in ac- 
cordance with Article V of the Constitu- 
tion; shall have the power to fill vacan- 
cies on all committees not otherwise pro- 
vided for in these By-Laws and shall 
perform such other duties as usually ap- 
pertain to the office of President. He 
shall be an ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees except the Committee on Elec. 
tions, on which Committee he may not 
hold membership. 

Section 2. President-Elect: The Presi- 
dent-Elect shall assist the President as re- 
quested and shall. be privileged to attend 
all meetings of the Board of Directors. 

Section 3. Vice-President: The Vice- 
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President shall assist the President in the 
performance of his duties; shall preside 
in the absence of the President and shall 
succeed to the office of President in case 
of vacancy for any cause. 


Section 4. Secretary: The Secretary 
shall conduct the business of this Society 
which is not otherwise assigned. He shall 
(a) be responsible for adequate records, 
(b) send statements of annual dues be- 
tween December 1 and December 10 
of each year, (c) notify members of ap- 
pointment to committees, (d) receive all 
applications for membership, (e) submit 
the names of all applicants for member- 
ship to the Editor of the official magazine 
for publication therein, (f) refer all ap- 
plications for membership to the Com- 
mittee on Ethics, (g) countersign checks 
for disbursement of funds in payment of 
Society expenses in accordance with ac- 
counting regulations established by the 
Board of Directors, (h) serve as Secretary 
of the Board of Directors, (i) furnish 
fidelity bond in such amount and in such 
surety company as shall be determined by 
the Board of Directors, the expense of 
which shall be defrayed by this Society, 
(j) shall be an ex-officio member of all 
committees except the Committee on 
Elections, and (k) shall turn over to his 
successor all books, papers, records and 
other properties of his office, at the term- 
ination of his tenure thereof. 


Section 5. Treasurer: The Treasurer 
shall be custodian of all funds and 
moneys of this Society. He shall (a) cause 
to be deposited with a depository selected 
by the Board of Directors, all moneys of 
this Society, (b) sign checks for the dis- 
bursement of funds in payment of So- 
ciety expenses in accordance with ac- 
counting regulations established by the 
Board, (c) furnish fidelity bond in such 
amount and in such surety company as 
shall be determined by the Board of 
Directors, the expense of which shall be 
defrayed by this Society, (d) submit his 
books and accounts for audit, and (e) 
turn over to his successor all books, 
papers, records, and other properties of 
this office at the termination of his tenure 
thereof. 
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ARTICLE XV 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS——POWERS, 
DUTIES AND MEETINGS 


Section 1. Administrative Powers and 
Duties: The Board of Directors shall be 
the governing body of this Society, man- 
age its affairs, conduct its business, con- 
trol the disbursement of its funds and 
provide its corporate seal. It shall also 
(a) select the bonding company in which 
officers and employees shall be bonded, 
(b) select a certified public accountant to 
audit annually the books and records of 
this Society, (c) designate the depository 
or depositories for the funds of this So- 
ciety, (d) determine and control the in- 
vestment of the Society’s money and 
securities, (e) determine the number and 
territorial boundaries of the several 
branch societies and the downtown dis- 
trict, subject to the approval of the mem- 
bership, (f) pass on all disputes between 
branch societies, (g) make an annual 
appropriation of funds for the operation 
of the branch societies, (h) appoint com- 
mittees as provided in Article XIII, such 
appointment to be made before August 
1 of each year. 

Section 2. Discretionary Powers: The 
Board shall pass upon applications for 
membership, resignation of officers and 
members ; act upon ethical problems sub- 
mitted by the Committee on Ethics, in- 
terpret the Code of Ethics, and suspend 
or expel any member found guilty of 
violation of the Code of Ethics. 

Section 3. Meetings: 

Division a. Regular Meetings: The 
Board of Directors shall hold a regular 
meeting once every month, with the 
exception of July and August. 

Division b. Special Meetings: Special 
meetings may be called by the President, 
and shall be called upon the request of 
a majority of the Board of Directors, pro- 
vided, that in each instance notice be 
given to all its members. 

Section 4. Notice of Meetings: Each 
member shall receive written notice from 
the Secretary of regular meetings at least 
one week in advance thereof and of each 
special meeting at least two days in ad- 
vance therof. In both instances the writ- 


ten agenda of business to be transacted 
must accompany the written call. 

Section 5. Quorum: A majority of 
the members of the Board of Directors 
shall constitute a quorum necessary for 
the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE XVI 
DUTIES OF NON-ELECTED OFFICIALS 
Section 1. Executive Secretary: The 


Executive Secretary shall (a) be the 
executive assistant to the officers, Board of 
Directors and Committees, (b) perform 
such other duties as the Board of Direc. 
tors may direct, and (c) shall furnish 
fidelity bond in such amount and in such 
surety company as shall be determined by 
the Board of Directors, the expense of 
which shall be defrayed by this Society. 

Section 2. Editor: The Editor shall 
have charge of the official magazine of 
this Society, and shall report to the Board 
of Directors annually and at other times 
upon request. 

Section 3. General Chairman of the 
Midwinter Meeting: The General Chair- 
man of the Midwinter Meeting shall 
have charge of all activities and arrange- 
ments pertaining to the annual Mid- 
winter Meeting, except as otherwise 
specified in these By-Laws, and all Mid- 
winter Meeting committees shall be re- 
sponsible to him for the proper discharge 
of their duties. 


ARTICLE XVII 
DUTIES OF COMMITTEES 


Section 1. Duties of Committee on 
Ethics: The Committee on Ethics shall 
discharge the duties of the Board of Cen- 
sors referred to in the By-Laws of the 
Illinois State Dental Society, in the fol- 
lowing manner : 

Division a. Investigation of Appli- 
cants: This committee shall investigate 
all applicants for membership and make 
its reports and recommendations thereon 
to the Board of Directors. It shall dele- 
gate investigations, in whole or in part, 
to the Ethics Committees of the branch 
societies having jurisdiction. 

Division b. Investigation of Com- 
plaints ; This Committee shall investigate 
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all complaints or charges respecting the 
conduct of members. It may also origin- 
ate complaints against members for mis- 
conduct. 


Division c. Hearings: This Committee 
shall hold hearings to determine the truth 
of charges preferred against members of 
this Society. 

Section 2. Duties of Standing Com- 
mittees: None of the duties of commit- 
tees hereinafter described shall be con- 
strued as authority to make any final 
arrangements or agreements with any 
outside agency that may in any manner 
commit the Chicago Dental Society with- 
out the approval of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 


Division a. Elections : This Committee 
shaJl have charge of the annual election 
of officers, prepare the form of ballot, de- 
termine the procedure to be followed in 
voting except as otherwise provided in 
these By-Laws, shall tabulate election re- 
sults, shall by a two-thirds vote be the 
sole judge of the validity of all votes cast 
and shall report the election results to 
the President. 

Division b. General Arrangements: 
This Committee shall have charge of all 
physical arrangements for meetings, in- 
cluding clinic properties. 

Division c. Legislative and Law En- 
forcement: This Committee may spon- 
sor such legislation as will be to the best 
interests of the public and the dental 
profession, provided that such sponsor- 
ship shall be contingent upon approval 
of the Board of Directors. It shall re- 
port to the Society all pending legislation 
of interest to the dental profession and its 
conclusions thereon. It may also report 
to the Society the views of candidates for 
public office on matters of professional 
interest to the membership, provided first 
that such report shall be approved by the 
Board of Directors. 

This Committee shall cooperate with 
the proper authorities to facilitate en- 
forcement of the Dental Practice Act. 

Division d. Membership: This Com- 
mittee shall endeavor to secure practi- 
tioners for membership in this Society 
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who can qualify in accordance with 
Article VII of these By-Laws. 

Division e. Post Graduate Instruction: 
This Committee shall endeavor to pro- 
vide such courses of post graduate in- 
struction as may be deemed desirable. 

Division f. Program: This Committee 
shall arrange for and have charge of the 
program presented at the regular. meet- 
ings. 

Division g. Public and Professional Re- 
lations: This Committee may cooperate 
with recognized lay organizations and 
governmental authorities within. Chicago 
Dental Society territorial jurisdiction in 
all matters pertaining to public health. It 
shall encourage the teaching of oral hy- 
giene and assist in the promotion of -pub- 
lic health service. It shall also endeavor 
to advance the interests and welfare of 
the dental profession. 


Division h. Registration and Creden- 
tials: This Committee shall have charge 
of the registration of members and guests 
at regular and special meetings and shall 
pass upon the credentials of all persons 
seeking admission thereto. 


Division i. Relief: This Committee 
shall investigate all applications for 
financial relief and report its recom- 
mendations to the Board of Directors. 


Division j. Sports: This Committee 
shall have charge of arrangements for all 
sports activities of the Society. 


Section 3. Duties of Midwinter Meet- 
ing Committees : 


Division a. Program: This Committee 
shall have charge of the scientific pro- 
gram and supervise the duties of the 
divisions whose responsibilities are here- 
inafter defined. 

(1) Essay: This Division shall ar- 
range for the presentation of essays, lec- 
tures or discussions before the several 
sections as determined by the Program 
Committee. 


(2) General Clinics: This Division 
shall arrange for the presentation of gen- 
eral or table clinics. 

(3) Health and Educational Exhibits: 
This Division shall arrange for the pres- 


entation of Health and Educational Ex- 
hibits. 

(4) Limited Attendance Clinics: This 
Division shall arrange for the presenta- 
tion of Limited Attendance Clinics. 

(5) Motion Pictures Session: This 
Division shall arrange for the presenta- 
tion of the Motion Picture Program. 

(6) Scientific Exhibits: This Division 
shall arrange for the presentation of 
Scientific Exhibits. 

Division b. Entertainment: This Com- 
mittee shall have charge of all arrange- 
ments pertaining to any benefit per- 
formance given during the Midwinter 
Meeting. 

Division c. Exhibit Registration and 
Credentials: This Committee shall have 
charge of the registration of exhibitors’ 
representatives and pass upon the creden- 
tials of persons seeking admission to the 
commercial exhibits. 

Division d. General Arrangements: 
This Committee shall have charge of all 
physical arrangements, including clinical 
properties. 

Division e. Information: This Com- 
mittee shall provide an information serv- 
ice for members and guests. 

Division f. Ladies’ Entertainment: 
This Committee shall have charge of all 
arrangements for the entertainment of 
ladies. 

Division g. Publicity: This Committee 
shall furnish to the public and profes- 
sional press such information of the ac- 
tivities of this Society as it may deem 
advisable. 

Division h. Reception: This Com- 
mittee shall provide a registration and 
reception service for essayists, clinicians 
and other distinguished guests. 


Division i. Reception Committee for 
Visiting Women Dentists: This Commit- 
tee shall have charge of the reception and 
entertainment of visiting women dentists. 


Division j. Registration and Creden- 
tials: This Committee shall have charge 
of all arrangements pertaining to the 
registration of members and guests seek- 
ing admission to the Midwinter Meeting 
and shall pass upon credentials of all 
persons seeking admission thereto. 


Division k. Social: This Committee 


shall have charge of the dance. 


ARTICLE XVIII 
DUES 

Section 1. Dues Year: The dues year 
shall be the calendar year. 

Section 2. Active Members: The an- 
nual dues of active members shall be Five 
Dollars ($5.00) due January 1, Two Dol. 
lars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) of which is 
for one year’s subscription to the official 
magazine. In addition thereto the Sec- 
retary shall collect the dues as established 
by the Illinois State Dental Society and 
the American Dental Association. The 
statement of dues of the Society shall in- 
clude the following: “One year’s dues, 
Five Dollars ($5.00), of which Two Dol- 
lars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) is for dne 
year’s subscription to the official maga- 
zine of the Society. 

Division a. Reinstatement Fee: In 
addition to the established dues, appli- 
cants for reinstatement to active member- 
ship must pay a fee of Four Dollars 
($4.00), one-half of which is to be re- 
tained by this Society and one-half for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Illinois 
State Dental Society. 

Section 3. Affiliate Members: Affiliate 
members pay no dues in this Society. 

Section 4. Associate Members: The 
annual dues of Associate members shall 
be Three Dollars ($3.00), and the annual 
statement shall include the following: 
“One year’s dues, Three Dollars ($3.00), 
of which Two Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($2.50) is for one year’s subscription to 
the official magazine of this Society. 

Section 5. Honorary Members: Hon- 
orary members pay no dues. 

Section 6. Retired Members: Retired 
members pay no dues in this Society. 

Section 7. Delinquency: Any active 
member failing to pay annual dues by 
March 1 shall be held suspended with- 
out further action by this Society. Any 
active member suspended for non-pay- 
ment of dues alone shall be restored to 
membership upon payment of such dues 
before December 31 of the year of 
suspension. 
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ARTICLE XIX 
CONDUCT OF MEMBERS 


The Code of Ethics of the American 
Dental Association shall be the Code of 
Ethics of this Society and all members 
shall be governed thereby both in letter 
and in spirit. 


ARTICLE XX 
CHARGES AND PENALTIES 


Section 1. Origin of Charge: Charges 
of violation of the Code of Ethics, mal- 
practice or other gross misconduct may 
be made against a member by (a) a 
member in good standing, (b) the Com- 
mittee on Ethics, or (c) the Board of 
Directors. Charges shall be transmitted 
to the Secretary in writing and shall 
clearly set forth each violation of the 
Code of Ethics governing this Society. 


Section 2. Notice of Accused: Any 
accused member shall have transmitted to 
him a written copy of the charges with 
notice of the time and place of trial by 
the Committee on Ethics. Such notice 
shall be sent by the Secretary by regis- 
tered mail with return receipt requested. 
Copy of such notice, together with a copy 
of the written charges, shall be sent to 
the Chairman of the Committee on 
Ethics of the Branch society to which 
the accused member belongs. 


Section 3. Hearing: The Committee 
on Ethics shall conduct a hearing to de- 
termine the truth of the charges made. 
Both the complainant and the accused 
may present such witnesses and evidence 
as they shall deem necessary. 

Division a. Hearing Procedure: Hear- 
ings shall be conducted in accordance with 
the following procedure : (1) Reading of 
the charges, (2) presentation of the evi- 
dence (by complainant and by accused, 
(3) argument, and (4) decision. 

Section 4. Report of Findings: At the 
conclusion of the hearing the Committee 
on Ethics shall decide the guilt or in- 
nocence of the accused and report im- 
mediately such decision to the Secretary 
of the Board of Directors. 
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ARTICLE XXI 
BRANCH SOCIETY ORGANIZATION 


Section 1. Membership: Each active 
member of the Chicago Dental Society 
shall be affiliated with a branch society. 

Division a. Neighborhood Practi- 
tioners: Every active member who prac- 
tices in a neighborhood community shall 
be affiliated with the branch society in 
whose territorial jurisdiction his office is 
located. 

Division b. Downtown Practitioners: 
Every active member whose practice is 
restricted to the downtown district of 
Chicago shall be affiliated with the 
branch society in whose territory he re- 
sides ; provided, however, that any such 
practitioner who also resides in the down- 
town district of Chicago shall be assigned 
to membership in the branch society of 
his choice. 

Division c. Multiple Office Practi- 
tioners: Active members having more 
than one office and embracing more than 
one branch society’s territorial jurisdic- 
tion shall be assigned to branch member- 
ship by the Board of Directors. 

Division d. Transfer of Branch Mem- 
bership: 

(1) Neighborhood Practitioners: Any 
active member who removes his office 
from the territory of one branch society 
to another shall have his branch society 
membership automatically transferred to 
the branch society into whose territory his 
office is removed. 

(2) Downtown Practitioners: Any ac- 
tive member practicing in the downtown 
district of Chicago who removes his resi- 
dence from the territory of one branch 
society to that of another shall automatic- 
ally have his branch society membership 
transferred to the branch society into 
whose territory his residence is removed. 

Section 2. Meetings: 


Division a. Regular Meetings: Each 
branch society shall hold at least four 
regular meetings annually, one of which 
shall be held in March or April at which 
time the annual election of officers shall 
take place. 

Division b. Special Meetings: Special 
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meetings may be called by the President 
upon his own initiative and must be 
called by the President upon the written 
request of (1) a majority of the Board 
of Directors or (2) a written petition of 
five per cent (5%) of the members, pro- 
vided that the minimum in any branch 
shall be five (5) and the maximum 
twenty-five (25). 

Section 3. Officers: The officers shall 
be President, Vice-President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall be elected an- 
nually. Any branch society may elect 
any additional officers desired. 

Section 4. Board of Directors: A Board 
of Directors, consisting of the officers and 
three members elected from the member- 
ship shall be the governing body. All 
members other than the officers shall be 
elected for three year terms. 

Section 5. Chicago Dental Society 
Director: Each branch society shall 
elect, every three years, at a regular elec- 
tion, one member to serve as a member of 
the Board of Directors of the Chicago 
Dental Society. 

Section 6. Fiscal Year: The fiscal year 
shall be from June 1 of each year to 
May 31 of the succeeding year. 

Section 7. Standing Rules: Each 
branch society may adopt a set of stand- 
ing rules, but none of such rules shall be 
inconsistent with the Constitution and 
By-Laws of this Society, the Illinois 
State Dental Society or the American 
Dental Association. Each branch society 
which adopts a set of such standing rules 
shall file a copy with the Chicago Dental 
Society, together with any changes that 
may thereafter be made. 

Section 8. Elections: The annual elec- 
tion of officers shall be held at the regular 
meeting in March or April, at such time 
and place as may be determined by the 
Board of Directors. The election pro- 
cedure shall be as described in Robert's 
Rules of Order, Revised, except as any 
branch society in its standing rules may 
provide otherwise. 

Section 9. Installation and Tenure: 
Officers-elect shall be installed in their 
respective offices at the last regular meet- 
ing of the branch of each year, but shall 


not assume their duties until June 1, 
They shall hold office for one year or 
until their successors are duly elected and 
qualified. 

Section 10. Notice: The membership 
shall be notified of the time and place of 
annual election of officers at least fifteen’ 
(15) days in advance of the date deter- 
mined upon by the Board of Directors, 
Publication of such notice in the official 
magazine of the Chicago Dental Society 
shall be deemed adequate notice. 

Section 11. Committees: Each branch 
society shall annually appoint an Ethics 
Committee, Professional and Public Re. 
lations Committee, and such other com- 
mittees as it may deem desirable or neces- 
sary. 

Section 12. Protests: In the event of 
any protest or question raised relative to 
the regularity or legality of any action 
taken in any branch society, such written 
protest signed by at least five per cent 
(5%) of the membership of the branch 
society shall be submitted to the Secretary 
of the Chicago Dental Society within 
fifteen (15) days following such alleged 
irregular or illegal action. The Secretary 
shall present such protest to the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Dental Society 
for its decision, which shall be final. 

Section 13. Disputes: In the event of 
a dispute between or among branch so- 
cieties, which cannot be settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned, the Board 
of Directors of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety shall assume jurisdiction, upon re- 
ceipt of a petition to do so, signed by at 
least five per cent (5%) of the members 
of any branch society which is a party to 
the dispute. The decision of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Dental Society 
in-such cases shall be final. 


ARTICLE XXII 
SUSPENSION OF BY-LAWS 

Any article of these By-Laws may be 
suspended, in whole or in part, for not 
more than one meeting of the members, 
by unanimous consent of those present 
and voting, except this article, which shall 
not be suspended. 
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ARTICLE XXIII 
RULES OF ORDER 
Robert’s Rules of Order, Revised, shall 
govern the deliberations of this Society 
in all cases to which they are applicable 
and consistent with these By-Laws. 


ARTICLE XXIV 
ORDER OF BUSINESS — 
The order of business of regular meet- 
ings of this Society shall be as follows : 
1. Reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting. 
2. Reports of Boards and Standing 
Committees. 
3. Reports of Special Committees. 
4. Unfinished Business. 
5. New Business. 
6. Special Program. 
The order of business may be changed 


by two-thirds affirmative vote of the 
members present. 


ARTICLE XXV 


AMENDMENTS OR REVISIONS OF THE 
BY-LAWS 

The By-Laws of this Society may be 
amended or revised by a two-thirds af- 
firmative vote of the active members 
present at any regular meeting or at any 
special meeting called for this purpose, 
provided that the proposed changes shall 
have been presented, in writing, at any 
regular or special meeting, at least thirty 
days prior to the meeting at which such 
action is requested. Such proposed 
amendments or revisions shall be pub- 
lished in the official magazine of this 
Society, at least ten (10) days before the 
time of such meeting.

cational institutions, research positions, 
sales affiliations and similar activities. 

It must be emphasized that the action 
of Procurement and Assignment agencies 
in no way supersedes the decisions of the 
Local Draft Boards. Any dentist of draft 
age who has not enlisted in one of the 
federal service branches is under the 
direct jurisdiction of his local board even 
though he has enrolled. under Procure- 
ment and Assignment. The Procurement 
and Assignment Service has no power to 
move dentists from one community to 
another to which they may be more 


urgently needed. The service is only 
voluntary. It can notify dentists who 
have indicated their willingness to move 
of the need for their services in other 
communities, but it cannot compel them 
to change. It must be understood also 
that the Local, District and State Chair- 
men of the Procurement and Assignment 
Service have no function or power until 
a dentist has volunteered his services 
on the enrollment form. The chairman 
concerned can take no action until the 
volunteer’s name comes to him from 
Washington. Then the chairman will 
decide whether or not the volunteer’s 
decision is in the best interest of the gov- 
ernment and the community and will so 
inform the national agency. 


Broken Needles in Dental Practice:—Ogus 
enumerates the causes of broken needles in 
dental operations as follows: 

1. The needle was not kept in a straight 
line with the syringe during the injection. 

2. The needle used was of too small a 
gauge. 

3. The needle was inserted either above or 
below the normal line for injection. 

4. The needle was defective. 

5. Patient in some way interfered with 
operation. 

Correction of these factors would result in 
tlimination of most cases. However, if a 
broken needle occurs in privafe practice Ogus 
believes that the patient should be referred to 
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a competent oral surgeon. A lateral plate and 
an antero-posterior roentgenogram should be 
taken and the area injected. The needle is 
left in position and another lateral plate taken 
to approximate the location of the broken 
piece. An incision, one-half inch above to one- 
half inch below the broken needle, is made. 
The margins of the incision are then retracted 
and the area probed with an explorer until 
contact is made. The broken needle is re- 
moved with a small hemostat. The incision is 
sutured and cold packs and a mild antiseptic 
mouth wash used to control swelling and in- 
fection —Dent. Bul. Supp. to Army Bul. No- 
vember, 1941, via N.Y.J. Den. 12:162 (April) 
1942.
